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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for her careful reading of the specification, and 
the opportunity to make corrections. Applicant acknowledges that claims 1 to 7 are 
pending in the application, that claims 5 and 6 are cancelled, and that the Office currently 
holds claims 1 to4 and claim 7 as rejected. 

Applicant respectfully advises the Examiner that for the purpose of referencing 
paragraphs of the specification for amendment purposes. Applicant herein make its 
references to the numbered paragraphs in the version of the specification set forth in the 
application's publication document. 

In the Drawing 

The Office objects to the drawings under 37 CFR §1.83(a) stating that the second 
swivel member must be shown or the feature cancelled from the claims. 

In response. Applicant submits that the second swivel member is shown in the 
drawings as reference numeral 28. Specifically, Fig. 10 shows and original claim 4 
describes "a second swivel member mounted at the first end of the secondary handle." 
Fig. 10 also shows (and original claim 3 describes) a first swivel member 52 disposed 
on the hinge plate 44. The relationship between the second swivel member 28 and the 
first swivel coimection member 52 is described in paragraph 29. Further supporting 
description of the first and second swivel members can be found in paragraph 10: 
[0010] The hinge plate in turn connected to the first end of the secondary 
handle. The connection of the secondary handle to the hinge plate was 
accomplished using a swivel assembly. The swivel assembly comprised first and 
second swivel members connected by a swivel pivot/engagement means. The first 
swivel member comprised a portion of the hinge plate. The second swivel 
member extended firom the first end of the secondary handle. In this 
embodiment, the engagement means was a fastener connecting the first and 
second swivel members in a common plane of rotation relative to each other. 
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In view of the above remarks and the amendment to claim 4, Applicant 
respectfully request the removal of the objection to the drawings. 

35 use §U?, second paragraph 

The Office rejects claim 4 under §112, second paragraph, finding insufficient 
antecedent basis for the recitation of ''the first swivel member'' in the claim. 

In response. Applicant herein amends claim 4 to clearly recite antecedent basis to 
the recitation of ^the first swivel member." Support for the amendment may be found in 
original claim 3 and in the disclosure at paragraph [(X)10]. The amendment is made for 
clarification purposes only, and adds no new matter to the application. 

35 use §102(b) 

The Office holds claims 1-3 and 7 rejected under 35 USe §102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rocha, US Patent No. 5,133,582 (the '582 patent) and by Davidson, (US 
Patent No. 4,050,728. 

Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections, and submits that the rejections 
are not well taken. The Office has cited two different prior art references as § 102(b) 
grounds for rejection for the same set of claims. The Office point to both of these 
references as anticipating the hinge coupling assembly of claim 1. Because the 
elements/limitations pointed to in each of these references as anticipating the instant 
hinge coupling assembly is structurally and functionally different from each other, 
Applicant does not know how both of these references can in fact beprima facie grounds 
for anticipation. It is not possible for both citations to suppoTtprima facie obviousness. 

Prima Facie Obviousness 

The Office has the burden of establishing a case of prima facie obviousness in 
order to support a rejection under 35 USC §102. The Office has not met this burden. 
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Prima Facie Anticipation Under § 102(b): The standard for finding anticipation 
is one of strict identity. In WM Gore & Associates v. Garlock, Inc, 220 USPQ 303, 313 
(Fed. Cir. 1983), the Federal Circuit stated that "[a]ntlcipation requires the disclosure in 
a single prior art reference of each element of the claim under consideration." However, 
it is not enough that the prior art reference disclose all the claimed elements in isolation. 
Rather, as further stated by the Federal Circuit, "[ajnticipation requires the presence in 
a single prior art reference disclosure of each and every element of the claimed invention, 
arranged as in the claim/' Lindemann Maschinenfabrik GmbH v. American Hoist & 
Derrick Co. , 221 USPQ 481, 485 (Fed. Cir. 1984), emphasis added. "There must be no 
difference between the claimed invention and the reference disclosure, as viewed by a 
person of ordinary skill in the field of the invention." Scripps Clinic & Research Found 
V. Genentechlnc, 18 USPQ 2d 1001, 1010 (Fed. Cir. 1991), emphasis added. 

These Federal Circuit decisions establish that a prima facie case of anticipation 
can only be supported when the Office cites: 

1. a single reference 

2. that teaches or enables 

3. each of the claimed elements arranged as in the claim 

4. as interpreted by one of ordinary skill in the art 

Accordingly, if any one of these elements is not present ^prima facie case of anticipation 
is not supported and rejection of the claim(s) as anticipated under §102(b) is improper. 
Thus even if the prior art reference includes all the elements that are claimed, if the 
arrangement of the claimed elements is different from the arrangement of the prior art 
elements, anticipation will not be present. 

Failure to Establish Prima Facie Obviousness 

Applicant points out that both of the cited patents each fails to establish a prima 
facie case of anticipation wherein a single reference expressly or inherently teaches or 
enables each of the claimed elements arranged as in the claim as interpreted by one of 
ordinary skill in the art Specifically, Applicant points out that the "hinge coupling 
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assembly" of instant independent claim 1 is neither taught nor suggested in either of the 
cited references. 

More specifically, the "hinge coupling assembly** of the present invention is 
disclosed as having both a "hinge" means and a "swiver means. These two features are 
structurally and functionally different from each other in the context of the present 
invention. The structural and functional differences between these two features is readily 
distinguishable by one of ordinary skill in the art. Further, it is their combination in the 
"hinge coupling assembly" that enables the secondary handle to be swung or pivoted in 
two different planes relative to the primary handle. 

Hinge Means Element 

As to the present claims and disclosure's recitation of a "hinge" means, absent 
teaching in the disclosure otherwise, a term used in the claims is to be given its ordinary 
dictionary meaning. Applicant submits that the term "hinge" as used in the instant claims 
and disclosure is to be given its ordinary dictionary meaning: i.e., " a jointed. . . device 
on which a. . . swinging part turns." See Exhibit A: The American Heritage® College 
Dictionary, 3th Edition, 1993, Houghton Mifflin Company Pub. Also see Exhibit B: 
http://www-yourdictionary.coni/. The American Heritage® Dictionary of the English 
Language, 4th Edition, 2002, Houghton Mifflin Company Pub. showing an illustration 
of common mechanical hinge devices. The hinge means of the present invention is 
structurally and functionally different from a "bushing" (see Exhibit C and Table I) and 
a "universal joint" (see Exhibit D and Table II). 

Regarding the Rocha *582 patent reference 

In contrast to the hinge coupling assembly of claim 1, the Rocha *582 patent 
comprises "a rotary bushing" coupling assembly. See Abstract; Figs. 3 & 3a; col. 1, lines 
65-66; col. 3, lines 12-13; and claims. In further contrast, the coupling assembly of the 
Rocha device is specifically disclosed as allowing its primary handle to freely rotate 
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through 360^ in either direction relative to the device*s secondary handle. See cols, 1 & 
2, lines 68 -2; and coL 4, lines 11-15 & 60-64. This is not an arbitrary feature of the 
Rocha device, and Rocha recites specific benefits for it (col. 4, lines 25-35). 

The Rocha reference does not teach or suggest the claim lelement of a "hinge 
coupling assembly" having a ''hinge'* means coimected to the primary handle. Not only 
does the Rocha device lack a hinge means or it equivalent^ the hinge means of the present 
invention prevents the free rotation of the primary handle relative to its secondary handle. 
Free rotation of the Rocha primary handle in its bushing is disclosed as essential to 
accomplishing the objects of the Rocha device. Therefore, the Rocha *582 reference does 
not teach or enable each of the claimed elements arranged as in the claim as interpreted 
by one of ordinary skill in the art. In fact, Rocha teaches away from the hinge coupling 
assembly of instant claim, because the instant hinge coupling assembly cannot allow free 
rotation of the primary handle relative to the secondary handle, and cannot be readily 
adapted to do so with out changing its structure or adding features to the device as it is 
claimed. Hence, the Rocha '582 patent does not anticipate the present invention, and is 
not a proper § 102(b) reference. 

Applicant submits that the Rocha '582 patent reference does not disclose each 
elements of the claimed invention as required by the Federal Circuit. Specifically, 
Applicant submits that the present hinged coupling assembly is neither expressly nor 
inherently disclosed in the Rocha patent reference. The instant claims clearly include the 
element of "hinge coupling," ttie hinge coupling being a combination of a "hinge means** 
and a "swivel means." As illustrated in Table I, the Rocha *582 patent does not teach or 
suggest the hinge coupling assembly of the present invention, nor its equivalent. 
Therefore, in view of the standard for determining anticipation set forth above, the 
present invention is not anticipated by the Rocha *582 patent.

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Regarding the Davidson '728 paten t reference 

In contrast to the hinge coupling assembly of claim 1, the Davidson *728 patent 
comprises "a universal joint" coupling assembly. See Abstract; Figs. 1 to 3; col. 1. lines 
51-52; col. 2, lines 14, 17-18, 37, etc.; and claims. Oneof ordinary skill in ttie art knows 
that a universal joint and the hinge coupling of claim 1 are structurally and functionally 
different from each other, and would not consider the application of a universal joint in 
the Davidson device as equivalent to £^plication of the hinge coupling assembly in claim 
1. For example, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that the universal joint 
coupling assembly in Davidson does not allow rotation of the secondary handle around 
the axis of the primary handle as does the hinge coupling assembly of the present 
invention. See Table II. 

Applicant submits that the Davidson '728 patent reference does not teach or 
enables each of the claimed elements arranged as in the claim as interpreted by one of 
ordinary skill in the art. Therefore, the '728 patent does not prima facie anticipate 
independent claim 1 of the present invention, and is an improper § 102(b) reference.
